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SUPREME COURT. 
According to the latest issue of the Cal- 
gary Herald the question ofa resident judge 
for Edmonton has taken a rather unexpect- 


ed turn. J. R. Costigan, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Calgary bar and son of the 
minister of inland revenue, on his return 
from Ottawa told the Calgary Herald that 
it was the intention of the department of 
justice to place two resident judges in 
Calgary, Messrs. MacLeod and Rouleau, 
whose joint efforts would relieve the congest- 
ion legal business in Calgary ,and incidentally 
attend to law business north and south as 
well. No douit this would be an excellent 
arrangemeat—for Calgary, but it does not 
appear to contain any elements of fair play 
or relief to this section of the country. The 
law business of Edmonton is amongst the 
largest in the Territories. It has certainly 
become a physicel impossibility for one 
judge to transact the legal business of both 
places, and with the rapid settlement of the 
intervening region it becomes a still greater 
impossibility every year. That Judge Mac- 
Leod may not have enough to do to keep 
him fully employed in his district may be 
quite true, and if so there is every reason 
why he should assist in clearing up the 
crush of work in Calgary ; but the project 
of increasing still further the unwieldy size 
of the present judicial district of Northern 
Alberta, as a means of lightening the labor 
of the judges and decreasing the expense 
and injustice of long waiting to suitors, 

does not seem very feasable. If it is true 
that there is comparatively little and de- 
creasing business in the south and that there 
is a large and rapidly increasing business in 
the north and if the government have not 
the funds to pay another judge, the fair 
thing to do would be unite Calgary, where 
there is so much law business with the 
the southern district where there is so little 
and give the region north of Calgary where 
business is large and increasing one of the 
judges thus left unemployed. It is quite 
an object to the legal fraternity of any town 
to have a resident judge. It not only facil- 
itates business Originating there, but also 
enables the legal fraternity there to levy 
tribute on all contested law business origin- 
ating at all other points in the district. To 
give two judges residence in one town doe 

not give the legal fraternity of that town 
any greater legitimate advantage than they 
enjoyed from the presence of one; but it 
gives the illegitimate ;advantage that the 
part of the business that otherwise would be 
done in another town where the second 
judge should properly be resident, would 
have to be done gin their town and they 
would be in a position to levy toll on it. At 
and up to the present time Edmonton has 
been compelled to pay this toll to the Cal- 
gary bar, and as long as law business here 
was not of large volume there was nothing 
to be said against it. But at this time, 

when, owing to increase of population, the 
business of this district has so largely in- 

creased, if changes are to be made they 
should be with a view of giving this district 
relief fromj this burden by allowing it a 
resident judge. But instead ot relieving us 

from the burden the people ot MacLeod, 

Lethbridge and Pincher creek, all within 

easy reach of their resident judge, will be 
placed in the same position as Edmonton,and 
must pay toll to Calgary bar. As a vivid 
example of the game of “‘ dead cinch ” this 

scheme takes first rank. It is to be hoped 

that the bar of Edmonton will take prompt 
action and tind out how much truth there ‘s 
in the programme as sketched in the Herald, 

and if it is found to be even approximately 

correct, take strong measures to show their 
disapproval, and let the department of 
justice clearly understand just how much 
injustice there would be in that act. If the 
members of the Edmonton bar had to pay 
their agents’ charges in Calgary out of their 
oWn pockets, it would not matter so much 
to the general public. But it is not the 
lawyers, it is the clients, who have to pay 
anc these charges help to swell the bills of 
coste that Edmonton litigants have to pay. 

So that all who may have to sue and all 
who may be sued are interested in this ques- 
tion.
